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Oregon’s Cattle Inventory 
 

All cattle and calves in the United States as of January 1, 2011, totaled 92.6 million head, 1 percent below the 93.9 million on January 

1, 2010.  This is the lowest January 1 inventory since 1958. All cows and heifers that have calved, at 40.0 million, were down 1 

percent from the 40.5 million on January 1, 2010.  Beef cows, at 30.9 million, were down 2 percent from January 1, 2010.  Milk cows, 

at 9.2 million, were up 1 percent from January 1, 2010.  Cattle and calves on feed for slaughter in all feedlots, at 14.0 million, were up 

3 percent.  The 2010 calf crop was estimated at 35.7 million head. 

 

All cattle and calves in Oregon as of January 1, 2011, totaled 1.33 million head, 6 percent above the 1.26 million on January 1, 2010.  

All cows and heifers that have calved, at 670 thousand, were up 10 thousand from January 1, 2010.  Beef cows, at 549 thousand, were up 

3 thousand  from January 1, 2010.  Milk cows, at 121 thousand, were up 6 percent from January 1, 2010.  Cattle and calves on feed for slaughter in 

all feedlots, at 75 thousand, were unchanged from 2010.  The 2010 calf crop was estimated at 620 thousand head.

Oregon and US January 1 Sheep Inventory 
 

Oregon sheep and lamb inventory totaled 215,000 head on January 1, 2011, down 10,000 head from the previous year.  The market 

flock decreased 4,000 head to 67,000.  The breeding flock inventory decreased by 6,000 head, with 118,000 ewes, 7,000 rams, and 

23,000 replacement lambs.  The 2010 lamb crop totaled 154,000 lambs, a decrease of 1 percent from the previous lamb crop.  The 

lambing rate was 127 percent.  Wool production totaled 1.12 million pounds during 2010, down less than one percent.  The average 

fleece weight was 6.4 pounds.  The average price was 86 cents per pound, up 20 cents from the previous year.  The total value of wool 

production was $963,000, up 29 percent from 2009.
